Wasniweron, Oct. 3.—The details 
of the President’s western trip are ar- 
ranged, subject to slight changes. 
The President will leave Washington 
on Monday morning for Cincinnati, 
where a short stop will be made Tues- 
day morning; then proceed to Vin- 
cennes, Terre Haute and Danville; 
then to Galesburg, Lil, reaching there 
on Wednesday morning to attend the 
reunion of his brigade, and leave in 
the evening for Ottumwa, lowa, where 
he will spend Thursday at the exposi- 
tion. That night the President will 
be taken to Topeka, arriving in the 
morning and remaining until after- 
noon, when he will take a train to 
Kansas City, arriving there two hours 
later. He will be the guest of his 
brother, who is a resident of that city, 
until evening, when he will leave for 
St. Louis to attend the annual festival 
of the followers of the ‘“ veiled 
prophet on Saturday. That night he 
will go to Indianapolis to spend Sun- 
day. The next morning he will leave 
for Washington, reaching here on 
Taesday morning.

Effect of the New Tariff.

Prrrsspura, October 3.—One result 
of the passage of the tariff bill with 
its tinned plate will be the estaplish- 
ment of an immense tinned plate 
factory at an early day. A Baltimore 
company of eastern capitalists, com- 
posed principally from Baltimore and 
New York, have quietly been working 
on the scheme. The capital stock is 
$7,000,000. The company will do 
business on an enormous scale, The 
concern will have its own tin mines 
and reducing plantin the west. About 
$5,000,C0) will be put into the Balti- 
more plantitself. It will cover sev- 
eral acres and will be the largest tin 
plate concern onthe globe. Foreign 
capitalists are to erect a tin plate 
mill at Duquesne at a cost of $1,500,- 
000, on the property of John A. 
Woods. About 600 men will receive 
employment.

Son of the Late Thos. 
Williams Killed. 


STANLEY AND WIFE AT BRUSSELLS 


Gas Workers. 


Soldiers Held in Readiness to 
Protect Non-Union Men. 


Fatal Bar-Keom Affray. 
Soccial to the Gazetre.} 


Fresno (Cal.), Oct. 3.—Percy Wil- 
liams of Stockton was shot and in- 
stantly killed in the bar-room of the 
Hughes Hotel at 4:30 this morning 
by Jack Smith, a hackman. Smith 
and Williams had been gambling and 
got into an altercation, when blows 
were exchanged and it is said Wil- 
liams drew a revolver, shooting Smith 
in the elbow. Smith almost simul- 
taneously drew a pistol and shot Wil- 
liams through the heart and he fell 
near the bar dead. Smith was placed 
under arrest and Williams’ body was 
taken in charge by the Coroner. Wil- 
liams is a brother of Tom H, Williams 
Jr., a well-known horseman of San 
Joaquin county’ Four shots in all 
were fired. 

At the Coroner’s inquest the Deputy 
Coroner testified he had removed Wil- 
liams’ pistol from his bands, and that 
three chambers had been discharged, 
but there was an undischarged cham- 
ber between them. 

Dr. Maupin testified as io the wound, 
the ball entering directly at the right 
nipple and passing through the body. 
Dan Brown testified that the men 
had been playing cards, quarreled 
over the game and quit, When they 
went into the bar-room Smith con- 
tinued to talk about the game and 
said he never would pay Brown the 
money he had borrowed, and finally 
struck Brown, knocking him down. 
He then struck Williams, and when 
Brown recovered his feet the shooting 
was going on. 


A Threatened Strike. 

By Cable and Associated Press. | 

Lonpown, October 3.—The directors 
of the London Gas Company to-day 
declined to accede to the demands 
made by the National Gas Workers’ 
Union, that only union men shall be 
employed. The stokers threaten to 
strike. A storm has been brewing 
between the company and the men 
for months. The number involved is 
six times larger than the number en- 
gaged in any of the previous gas house 
strikes. The company is making 
preparation to conduct its business 
despite any action the men may take. 
Long sheds have been erected with 
the works for living quarters for the 
non-unionists, and hundreds of beds 
have been provided for their use. The 
authorities, too, have taken energetic 
measures to suppress any disorder. 
Orders have already been issued that 
800 soldiers at Chatham be in readi- 
ness to proceed ata moments notice 
to protect the gas works and those 
who refuse to join the strike. Each 
soldier has been served with twenty 
rounds of ball cartridges. 

The stokers declare the report that 
they intend to goon a strike to force 
the company to dispense with non- 
union labor unfounded. Moreover, 
they declare they made no demands 
upon fhe directors, but only suggested 
it would be to the advantage of each 
side if only union laborers were em- 
ployed. Despite the pacific utter- 
ances of the men the troops at Cha- 
tham continue under arms.

PUWER OF OCEAN WAVES. 


The Worst Gale in Nearly Twe 
Hundred Years. 
From experiments at Bell Rock and 
Skerryvole lighthouse, on the coast of 
Scotland, it is found that while the 
force of the breakers on the side of the 
German Ocean may be taken at about 
a ton and a half to every square foot 
of exposed surfacé, the Atlantic side 


throws breakers with double that force, 
or three tods to the square foot; thus 
a surface of only two square yards 
sustains a blow from a heavy Atlantic 
breaker equal to fifty-four tons. In 
March of this year a fom gale blew 
for three days and nights at Skerry- 
vole, washing out blocks of limestone 
and granite of three and five tons 
weight as easily as if they had been 
empty eggs shells. One block of lime- 
stone, estimated to be of fifteen tons 
weight, was moved over one hundred 
and fiity feet from a place in the surf 
where it had been firmly grounded 
eince 1697, it having first been rolled 
in sight by the awful gale of the 
“windy Christmas’’ of that. year. 
This is quite a high sea rec for 
1890, showing that the gale of Mafch 
3d was the worst known on the Scot- 
tish coast for 193 years.

Bishop Whitiaker’s Sehool for

Last night at 7 o’cluck an alarm of
